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The “U” Visa is the Exception

• The U visa provides eligible victims with 
nonimmigrant status to temporarily remain 
in the US while assisting law enforcement

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The Challenges of a Dreamer

• Don’t know what application 
to complete

• Filled out wrong application

• Afraid to Register for 
Selective Service

• Could be eligible for Dream 
Act one year, FAFSA the next
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Start with the Dream App
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Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrivals (DACA)

• Federal program that 
protects young 
undocumented applicants 
from deportation

• Issues SSN cards valid for 
work only

• Program has specific 
criteria applicants must 
meet
